THE FROST MORTGAGE BILL 
The Frost Mortgage Bill, passed by 


both branches ^of the legislature and 
vetoed by the Governor,' is exciting 
a good deal of attention. The object 
of this bill was to relieve the farmer 
of double taxation and its provisions 
seemed so fair that It was readily 
endorsed. 


When the Tax Commission decided 


that all property should be assessed 
at full valuation, It was very evident 
that the farmer owning a $10,000 farm 
with a $5.000 mortgage on It, would 
be obliged to pay a double tax. 


His equity In the farm would be 


$5,000 but he would be called on to 
pay taxes on a $10,000 valuation. Tho 
Frost bill attempted to regulate this 
Injustice by having " the mortgagee 
pay taxes on his $o.OOO equity.
